Your Memorialists, the Governor and Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Utah, respectfully pray 
your Honorable body to establish a weekly mail route 
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from Provo city via Charleston, Mound city, Heber 
city, in Wasatch county, to Rhodeville, in Summit 
county, thence through Peoa, Wanship, Chalk creek, 
Hennefervill to East kanyon, in Morgan county, and 
thence through Thurston's, Peterson's Mountain Green, 
to Ogden city, in this Territory, distance one hundred and 


twenty miles, and that the necessary appropriation be ^ 


made therefor, and immediate service established 
thereon. 

The rapidly increasing population of our Territory 
and consequent extension of settlements, demand the 
favorable action of Congress upon this our Memorial, 
at an-early day, which is earnestly desired, and as, 
in duty bound, your Memorialists will ever pray.
